LONDON, March 18.—It was of- 
ficially announced in the House of 
Commons this afternoon that the 
government had decided not to 
proceed with the construction of a 
naval base at Singapore. 

This decision has been known 
unofficially for some time and, 
while opposed by some die-hard 
Tories, it fe generally popular, as 
it is felt hat the base would only 
be directed against Japan, whic) 
is not likely to be aggressive fo 
many years.

Martin, fleet commander, made the 
field at 3:57 o’clock, and No. 2, 
with Lieut. Lowell Smith in com- 
mand, landed at 4 o'clock. The 
third plane, in command of Lieut. 
Leigh Wade, which made a forced 
landing at Cottonwood, Cal., early 
this afternoon, took the air again 
and landed at the Eugene Field at 


5:23 o'clock this afternoon. No- 


word had been received from Erik 
Nelson, who was detained at San- 
ta Monica. . 

The schedule es that the 
planes shall hop off for the North 
tomorrow morning at 9:30 o'clock, 
stopping at Vancouver Barracks 
for lunch at noon. Before the 
arrival of Lieut. Wade, Maj. Mar- 
tin stated that if the third plane 
did not arrive tonight, other plans 
might be considered before starting 


again. 

With the coming of the third 
plane the original plan will not be 
changed. 

Word that the planes would land 
at Eugene was received here this 
morning and immediate 
of welcome to the world fliers was 
started. City officials and a band 
were at the aviation field when 
the two planes came in from the 
550-mile flight from the south. A 
banquet for the Army fliers was 
held this evening at 6 o’tlock.

All the star profes- 
sionals were eager to try their 
hands again at medal play and 
there were a number of amateurs 
who appeared worthy of consider- 
ation. 

Francis Ouimet, I remember, 
was quite a favorite, as the tour- 
nament was played only a short 
distance from the Brookline links, 
the scene of his great triumph 
over Vardon and Ray, the English 
pros, in 1913. Ouimet is well-. 
liked in Boston and large galleries 
turned out to see him play. They 
were hoping he would repeat his 
victory of 1013 and many backed 
his chances. 

During the winter and spring 
of this eventful year I had played 
some very good golf and felt that 
I had a right to be confident of 
my own game. In Florida I had 
Played at most of the important 
courses and won, I think, more 
than my share of purses. This 
made me believe that I had an 
excellent chance to win at Brae 
Burn and, as I had been waiting 
five years in all—including' the 
two seasons of the war, 1917-18 
—for a chance to annex another 
open title I felt my time was due. 

‘Before relating the story of 
this championship I want to im- 
press on my readers that confi- 
dence in golf is half the battle 
and, unless one can feel that he 
has a good chance of wifning an 
important golf event, he is great- 
ly handicappe@ from the start. 
Amateurs often-times go into a 
tournament with the conviction 
that this player or that one is 
likely to beat them. When a fel- 
low gets such a thought imbedded 
in his cranium he i¢@ really look- 
ing for a soft place to fall. The 
golfer who enters a match with 
the determination to stick to the 
bitter end, win or lose, will often 
reap a suryrising reward.

Anyone who heard me remark, 
down at Bellair that winter, that 
I was golng to win the open 
might have thought I was in- 
duiging in a little personal con- 
eit, and maybe I did overdo it a 
bit, but I wanted to try the ex- 
periment of believing in success 
for the simple purpose of succeed- 
ing. I have seen many a dub 
turn his mediocrity into a good 
imitation of genius simply through 
a persistent and exaggerated no- 
tion of his own ability. At any 
rate I found all my confidence was 
needed. 

The Brae Burn course is one of 
the most difficult in this country 
and only careful play will nelp 
a golfer to score. When I had fin- 
ished the third round, with one 
more lap to go, my chances for 
victory looked anything but rosy. 
Mike Brady, a popular pro from 
the Boston district, had played 
great golf in three rounds and 
was leading me by five shots, 
which was a pretty stiff handicap. 
Mike had been knocking at the 
door for a long time and it looked 
as if he was about to come in 


It happened that Brady plaved 


very early and had- started nis 


fourth round before I came in 
with my third. I knew at lunch- 
eon that he had me by five strokes, 


put somehow it did not make me 


lose heart. I kept thinking to 
thyself that Mike might have one 
bad round before he was though 
and it was likely to come this next 
time. While I was standing at the 
firet tee, ready to start. scouts 
came running back to the club- 
house with the news that Brady 
had been going badly and had 
completed his first nine in forty- 
one strokes, which left a nice 
opening for me if 1 could take 
advantage of it. 

When I arrived at the ninth 
green Mike had finished, and 
knew then just what score 
had to make to beat him. I had 
picked up three strokes on the 
first nine and must gain three 
more to win, and two more to 
tie. The gallery had discovered 
that I had a chance to catch 
Mike and had gathered to see the 
finish. I figured that I had just 
even par to beat my rival, 80 
no stroke could be wasted, unless 
I got a birdie to make up. 

At the tenth hole I saw Mike 
in the gallery. He had dressed 
and come out to see me play. 
Mike smiled when I passed and 
I smiled back. 

“Well, Walter,” he said, “they 
have all fallen down but you.”

Osborne is a better outdoor 
jumper and may clear better than 
6ft. sin.

2 3-4in. but all of the men- 
tioned jumpers have broken Mul- 
lors best mark by several inches. 

The best of the foreign jump- 
ers have records that range from 
6ft. to 6ft.

A recent report concerning the 
Finnish aggregation includes all 
of the first four place v@nners as 
members of the 1924 team and if 
this statement can be taken as first- 
hand information it is reasonable 
to expect that Finland will dupli- 
cate the 1920 landslide. In that 
meet, Myyra of Finland, holder 
of the world’s record, was first 
with a throw of 215ft. 9 %3-4in., 
with Peltonen, Johanson and Saa- 
risto and Klumnberg in second, 
third, fourth and fifth place. Klum- 
berg. Esthonia, was fifth with 
204ft. & 3-4in. which exceeds An- 
3 American record by almost 
a foot. 


Saaristo and Peltonen have been 
contenders for a great many years 
and this may affect their throwing 
ability next summer. Myyra has 
passed his best competitive days 
but it is probable that his place 
will be takeg by one of the younger 
generation. Rumor has it that 
there are a‘ dozen or more throw- 
ers in Finland, exclusive of the 
Olympic place winners, with rec- 
ords that exceed the 200-foot mark 
and under these circumstances we 
have no other recourse than to 
take a resigned attitude. Their suc- 
cess Is due in a large measure to 
their long experience in favelin 
throwing but the real reason can 
he traced to their general interest 
and enthusiastic support of this

The work of compiling govern-! 
ment information for trade and 
business may seem rather hum- 
drum and uninteresting, and the 
data gathered may be suspected 
of being as dry as the dust in a 
law library, but it all depends on 
the point of view. It is possible 
for one to wear rose-colored spec- 
tacles and see a good deal of hu- 
mor and interest in even the most 
matter-of-fact of such government 
activities. By peering into the 
chinks and crannies of Washing- 
ton work, one can find all manner 
of entertainment. 8 

For instance, take one of the 
most formidable of compliations. 
It is a periodical list of demands 
by foreign importers for types of 
American goods. At first glance 
it bears a close resemblance to a 
catalogue, or, possibly, that most 
forbidding of all printed docu- 
ments, a railroad time-table. 

The key to the humor of such a 
dull compilation lies in the gen- 
eral title which it bears. This list 
is prepared for distribution to 
manufacturers, jobbers, exporters 
and all sorts of traders through- 
out the country to give them an 
idea of what sort of goods are in 
request from distant countries.

He 
may want to carry it through the 
nave of Westminster Abbey to give 
a bit of color to the somber 
scenes.

CONSULAR OFFICES 

The foreign service ise divided 

into two distinct branches, diplo- 


in matic and consular. What is the 


difference between these? Briefly, 
diplomatic officers of the United 
States are accredited to foreign 
governments, while consular offi- 
cers are accredited to eubdivisions 
of the foreign governments. The 
diplomatic officers deal directly 
with the officers of the foreign 
governments. The consular officers 
deal with the officers of the subdi- 
visions, municipal and district, in 
which they a resident. 

We have diplomatic representa- 
tives in fifty-one countries of the 
world. If we add up the total 
number of ambassadors, ministers, 
secretaries and clerks in this serv- 
ice we find the United States has 
629 persons in this department on 
the pay roll. We have coneular 


ns offices in 410 cities in fifty-seven 


countries of the world. take 
care of this department requires 
2818 people. Now, if we add to- 
gether the number employed. both 
at home and abroad, we find 4047 
persons on the pay rolls of the De- 
partment of State.

If one will 
take the trouble to look carefully 
into the report of the Secretary 
of the Treasury for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1923, tucked away 
very modestly under the heading 
of “Receipts—from Miscellaneous 
sources,“ he will find that the re- 
ceiptse of the Department of State

If we subtract this total ot re- 
ceipts from the total expenditures 
we find the surprise of the year. 
NET COST $433,000 
The Department of State cost 
the people of the United States 
met $433,934. The Department of 
State is far and away the cheapest 
of the large departments of the 


government. For every dollar of 
the people’s money spent last year 
by the great Department of State, 
the Veterans’ Bureau spent $1000. 

It has, however, a few weak- 
nesses; 

First—Its activities are nearly 
always concealed. It deals with 
“quiet” subjects. It attracts little 
attention. It seeks little public- 
ity. . Hughes told me he 
did not believe this could be 
changed. Perhaps, in the years to 
come, this attitude will change. 
Secret diplomacy is now not very 
popular th the great masses of 
the people. They want to know 
more about what each department 
is doing. The old school of secret 
Giplomacy has been disastrous in 
Europe. It has revealed itself late- 
ly in all ite weakness. The people 
there now want to know more 
about what goes on behind closed 
doors. For their own lives have 
oftentimes been sacrificed by their 
nations to satisfy the vanity of 
their all-powerful rulers. They 
want to know whether their — 
power is going to be used in the 
| future to protect property outside 
their nations, which may be owned 
by but a handful of their people. 
They pay the piper and they ex- 
pect to select the music. This is 


America has become the greatest 
investment country in the world. 
Many citizens believe that the 
United States must redefine its for- 
eign policy with regard to just how 
much protection should be given to 
the investment of American citizens 
in foreign lands. 


Second—Politics in the big dip- 
lomatic appointments has undoubt- 
edly hurt the reputation of the 
department with the average man. 
This, and the fact that no poor 
man can afford to accept some of 
the large posts, has not made the 
department of recent years any 
more popular with the people. 

There has recently been intro- 
@uced into Congress a bill by Con- 
greasman J. J. Rogers of Massa 
chusetts for the reorganization and 
improvement of the foreign serv- 
ice. It has four main provisions: 

(1.) The amalgamation of the 
diplomatic and consular services 
into a foreign service, with inter- 
change of personnel. 

(2.) The adoption of a single 
salary schedule, applicable to both 
branches. 

(3.) The granting ot repre- 
sentative allowances.

Surley the American 
people are willing to spend for our 
great Department of State for one 
year as much as is spent on the 
United States Army every day in 
the year. 

From the standpoint of low costs 
no one can criticise the depart- 
ment of State. Out of every $1700 
collected from the people in taxes 
in 1923, the Department of State 
received $6.80 gross, and net 46 
cents. Obviously, it is not in the 
Department of State that America 
can materially reduce expenses.

Co-operative Marketing Gives 
Him New Stauding 


Startling F igures Disclose 
Growth of an Idea 


Southern California Modet 
for the Country 


Now comes the farmer into big 
business! Cotton, wheat, rice, po- 
tatoes, peanuts, beans, nuts, fruits, 
vegetables, dairy products and oth- 
er agricultural commodities are 
massing and interesting. 

The big farmer, the composite 
farmer, charters ships, hires spe- 
cial freight trains. acquires ter- 
minal elevators and warehouses, 
operates on the exchanges, non- 
chalantly jalks millions, visions 
billions and borrows four or five 
millions at a time with more ease 
than one of his component parts 
used to borrow a hundred dollars. 

Sometimes he draws on the War 
Finance Corporation, sometimes 
he resorts to the new intermedi- 
ate rural credits, frequently he 
oversteps the complaisant capacity 
of local and regional banks, and 
is received with unctious smiles of 
deference by Chicago and New 


York bankers as he walks in to 
negotiate an ample loan or ar- 
range a line of bankers’ accept- 
ances. 

Bitterly fought still be some 
little and big middlemen of a sort, 
Big Business has recognized the 
Big Farmer for one of its own 
kin. His domain potential is great- 
er than steel, coal, lumber, ce- 
ment, railroads and any of the 
rest. He stands for half of the 
wealth of America, a third of its 
entire annual production and 
about half of its consumption. 

The Magazine of Wall Street put 
the following questions to Hon. 
Charies L. McNary, United States 
Senator from Oregon, and influen- 
tial member of the Senate Agri- 
cultural Committee: Concretely, 
what has agricultural arketing 
co-operation actually accomplished 
as differentiated from what it may 
and hopes to accomplish’? 

“Well, just to touch the high 
pots.“ replied Senator McNary, 
“it marketed about a fifth of the 
| last cotton crop for $150,000,000, 
merchandised $300,000,000 worth 
| of California’s 1923 products and 
half of Minnesota's, sold 106,000,- 
1000 head of live stock, disposed 
of half the tobacco crop for $135.- 
000,000, played an influential part 
in the marketing of the potato 
crop, controlied the bulk of the 
rise, marketed in orderly fashion 
the citrus, apple and most other 
Pacific Coast fruits and nuts, was 
a leader in the marketing of fruits 
and vegetables in Florida and oth- 
er eastern regions, originated the 
major part of the milk supply of 
New York, Chicago and other 
cities, practicaliy covered second- 
ary dairy products as a whole, and 
advanced so fast in other lines that 
it is impossible to keep track with 
any degree of accuracy of the 
spreading of this revolution in ap- 
plied rural economics. 

“How many people, for instance, 
realize that the Dairymen’s League 
of New York has 60,000 members, 
owns and leases 173 plants, is the 
third largest milk distributor in 
New York City and has a turn- 
over of near $100,000,000 a year. 
AltegetLer not less than 10,000 
farmers’ co-operatives did a total 
business last year of about $1,- 
500,000,000.” 

How did it happen that after 
fooling with co-operation so long 
with indifferent success, except in 
some highly specialized lines, rural 
marketing co-operation so sud- 
denly came into its own, was 
asked. 

“It was the late fruiting of a 
plant of long growth, but the spe- 
cific thines that put it over with 
such a rush were the adoption of 
Federal and State legislation au- 
thorizing co-operative marketing 
among farmers, credit facilities 
provided by Federal legislation 
through the War Finance Corpora- 
tion and the creation of the In- 
termediate Credit banks. 

“With co-operation fuily legal- 
ized and financing facilities pro- 
vided, regional and national com- 
modity selling co-operatives, as 
distinguished from local co-opera- 
tives, became feasible. Ordinarily, 
unaffiliated local co-operatives can 
de little commercially except to 
protect their members against the 
extortion of local buyers and mid- 
diemen. Their product flows into 
the central markets in a disorder- 
ly and irrational way. Their mar- 
keting cannot be conducted in the 
total according to the requirements 
of the markets.”

Subsequent needs, however, of a more 
complicated industrial system made it plain 
that facility in national and international 
intercourse required uniformity of stand- 
ards, and the last two centuries have wit- 
nessed a great advance toward this goal. 
All the important nations of the world have 
established uniformity in their respective 
territories. and most of the leading nations 
have adopted the metric system.

SEES CITY 
REALTY AS 
SAFE BUY 


H. S. McKee Optimistic of 
Future at Luncheon -of 
Real Estate Board 


Los Angeles is fundamentally 
sound; there is no weakness in the 
economic foundation of the city, 
and there is no occasion for pes- 
simism, declared Henry S. McKee, 
president of Barker Brothers, at 
the regular bimonthly luncheon 
of the Los Angeles Realty Board 
held at the Elite yesterday noon. 
Mr. McKee, the chief speaker on 
the pogram, lad considerable em- 


phasis on the condition of the 
realty market, particularly in the 
subdivision field. 

During 1922 and 1923 there were 
120,000 lots in new subdivisions 
offered to the public for sale, he 
said, and they were all sold. 
total estimated sales figure he 
placed at $260,000,000. 

On the assumption that the ini- 
tial payment on each lot amounted 
to 25 per cent of the total sales 
price, the sum Of $60,000,000 was 
invested in lots in this period. More 
than $60,000,000 is spent annually 
by the people of Los Angeles for 
motor cars for pleasure purposes, 
Mr. McKee said, and considerably 
more than this sum goes annually 
into luxuries. 

Mr. McKee pointed out that there 
were few forme of investment open 
to people of small means, and that 
many small investors lose their 
money in unwise speculations. Had 
they put their funds in real estate. 
he said, the greatest loss they could 
have taken would have been a 
quarter, oi at the most a third 
ot the amount invested. Mr. Me- 
Kee said that for thirty years he 
had seen Los Angeles investors 
buying real estate, and that he had 
yet to meet one who had any ser- 
ious misgivings about this class 
of investment. 

Other speakers included Ca 
Richmond P. Hobson of the Inter- 
national Narcotic Educational As- 
sociation, who told of the work 
which his organization is doing, 
and Mason Case, chairman of the 
High Jinks committee of the 
Realty Board. Mr. Case outlined
